CHATEAU DMF IS ONE OF THE GREAT- 


SIGHTS IN FRANCE. 


Crowd* of Plltrrloia VlHlt the FrUon 


AVhercIn Duiuuu Located IIU Great 
Clmractors Ju "3! ^r-*'-Ci,ji'.-to," Ed- 
muml Uuntea and Abbe Faria. 
"Is it true," I asked of M. Chanot, the 


president of the general council of Mar- 
bCilles, "thut thoy actually t,how the 
cells, of Dautes and the Abbe l'\iria at 
tho Chateau d'lf V" says a Marseilles eor- 
tebpOQiieut of the 1'aiis Temps. 


"Certainly, uo doubt of it," replied M. 


Chuuot, aud everything that he added 
was enough to seiid a fellow into a pro- 
found reverie. The next day I took tha 
btcuuiboiit which goes three times a day 
to the Chateau d'lf. What an imuieuse 
nunibei: or readers Dumas still has! The 
big boat wus crowded. 
Ill the throng 


there were three piiests, one military 
m;in, a number of Englishmen, Kiiigbta 
of the Legion of Honor, workmen aud 
business man. The trip lasted about half 
au hour. 
Everybody was serious, aud 


very properly when on a pilgrimage. 
Soon the Chateau d'lf appeared. 
Upon 


an island of about 800 muters in circum- 
ference, entirely surrounded by walls, 
stands the heavy building with its great 
towers and square dungeon. 
There is 


something imposing in the thing, which 
comes from the somewhat golden color 
of the stones, tho very heaviness of the 
mass and the abundance of the solids 
over the voids, as an architect might say. 
It was never anything but a state prison, 
the bastile of the south, and Francis I 
himself in 1524 laid the first stone of it. 
Through personal experience he was well 
up in prisons. 


Tho cells open upon a sort of interior 


courtyard, narrow and somber. 
Many 


are without windows, and some are veri- 
table dungeons below the surface of the 
exterior soil. Three of the largest and 
most striking are OE the first floor. They 
are the cells of the famous prisoners—the 
Iron Mask, who in 1686 was taken thence 
to the island of Ste. Marguerite; Phi- 
lippe Egalite, the father ot Louis Phi- 
lippe, who was deeapituted on Nov. 6, 
1703, and Mirabeau, who was sent there 
by virtue of a lettre de cachet demanded 
by his father alter his separation from 
Mile, de Maiignane, a sensitive woman 
and about as inconstant as her inconstant 
husband. 


But my companions paid little atten- 


tion to these cells. They made a rush 
for a cell on the ground floor, perfectly 
terrible in its aspect, with a door framed 
in iron, a bolt that weighed at least 12 
pounds and with a little barred window. 
After passing through that door we en- 
tered a dry cave lighted solely by a little 
lamp. There is a notice outside -which 
reads 
as 
follows: 
"Cell 
of 
Abbe 


Faria, expelled from Rome in 1311; im- 
prisoned in the Chateau d'lf as a con- 
spirator; died in 1329." 


Nevertheless this is only an antecham- 


ber. The cell of Faria is a sort of tomb 
in the farthest corner and in which one 
can hardly stand upright. In one of the 
walls is the hole made by the abbe to 
communicate with Dantes. Sure enough, 
there is the bole! What son of the south 
ever made it? Nt-body knows. But thera 
it is, irrefutable proof of the power foB 
realization that a popular work possesses. 
And the cell of Dantes can be vaguely 
Been through that hole. It is seen in a 
mystery all the more terrifying because 
the military engineers walled up the door 
so that it is impossible to enter. 


"Dantes, Dantes!" cried one of the pil- 


grims who wanted to play the practical 
joker. But be did not do it well. His 
voice was almost trembling, and if Dan- 
tes really did reply the joker would not 
have been at all astonished. How admi- 
rable and touching is the creative power 
of imagination! 


According to the serious archaeologists, 


among whom is M. Espearandieu, the fa-* 
mous architect, there were really prison- 
ers in that horrible care. One was nam- 
ed Bernardot, a rich merchant of Marj 
seillps, who was arrested on the charge of 
having spoken disrespectfully of Cardinal 
Richelieu. He died there of starvation, 
and Jean Paul, a sailor, who struck his 
commander, died there in 1779, after 31 
years' captivity. 


It is doubtless the story of these two 


men, 
literally buried alive, that inspired 


Dumas. 
Today for everybody it is the 


prison of Faria, and the inscriptions are 
there to certify the existence of the un- 
fortunate abbe. Is it not true that epi- 
graphic monuments constitute the most 
authentic source of history? 
Well, the 


epigraph of the Chateau d'lf afSnns that 
Dantes and Faria really lived. Can pos- 
terity ask for anything more? The old 
guide, Groason, who was probably the 
author of this mise en scene, gave details 
still more precise, "Here is the hole," 
said he, "made by Mgr. Faria with a fish 
bone!" 


And so at the present time Faria and 


Dantes really live. A few years ago an 
Italian kissed the stones of these cells 
and wept. Doubtless it was while read- 
ing "Monte-Christo" that this son of the 
peninsula had his first dreams of the 
freedom of his country; for the Abbe Fa- 
ria was sent to the Chateau d'lf, accord- 
Ing to tho fancy of the romancer, for hav- 
ing taken up again the plan of Borgia. 
The man who could create such a legend 
was certainly no ordinary person. There 
is ouly one writer perhaps who shares 
his glory, Rabelais.

The Falcon, Submersed For Three 


Years, tins Reappeared. 


The steamer MIowera, which recent- 


ly arrived at Vancouver, brings the 
Dews that Falcon island, which sunk 
IE the Pacific three years ago, has re- 
appeared. 


Falcon, in the latter eighties, was one 


of the smaller islands of the Tonga 
group. In its center was what appear- 
ed to be an extinct volcano, and all 
around the shores was raoik vegetation, 
says the New York World. In 1895 the 
volcano became active, and many of 
the natives moved to the other islands 
near by. The king of Tonga had, of 
course, long before planted his flag on 
the island. A dispute arose, however, 
as to ownership, and one day the 
Tonga flag went down and a union 
jack rose in its place. The island was 
not visited by the British for many 
months, and when aa American man- 
of-war happened that way the officers 
put up their ensign.

1 Metropolitan 
Moonshiner! 
Than 


i Are Detailed In Hall ot All 
the 


I Rent of the Country. 


' "When a man speaks of illicit distilling, 
everybody immediately has an idea that 
he ia referring to the moonshiners of Ten- 
nessee, North Carolina and other parts of 
the south," said an old revenue officer tho 
other day. 
"The average person would 


probably be surprised to leaxn that the 
person who gives the government the 
most anxiety in evading the tax on whis- 
ky is not the picturesque mountaineer 
of the bouthern states, but apparently 
the well to do citizen of New York, Jer- 
epy City, Philadelphia and Chicago. It 
takes more men to watch these metro- 
politan moonshiners than are detailed in 
half the rest of the country, and I ven- 
ture to say that more corn juice escapes 
paying its quota into the treasury of 
Uncle Som in Chicago alone than in 
North and South Carolina and Georgia 
put together. 


"There is nothing romantic about your 


city distiller. He does not have the for- 
ests and the caves in which to hide hia 
calling. He seldom fights when the offi- 
cers of the law interfere with his occupa- 
tion. tTust now I can recall but one laid 
in Chicago which resulted in any one's 
getting hurt. Your mountaineer looks on 
a revenue officer as his natural enemy 
and considers the breaking up of 'wild- 
cat' distilling as an interference with hia 
vested rights. His Chicago compeer takes 
the matter more sensibly. He knows 
that ho is violating the law, and when he 
is caught he merely flc;nres that he is out 
of luck and that he might aa well pay the 
penalty wi'thout adding any more offenses 
to the charges already against him. 


"The most frequent location of an illic- 


it still in the city is in or near a saloon. 
The distiller thus has a market for his 
stuff, and he can carry on the business 
with less chance of detection. The odor 
of old beer kegs and the other refuse 
which assails the nostrils is likely to 
throw an officer off the scent of the 
steaming sour mash. 
Many of these 


stills have a capacity of from 30 to 40 
gallons a day. When you figure the tax 
thus eluded, you can see whether the oc- 
cupation is profitable. 


"The moonshiners of the south show no 


more ingenuity in hiding the stills than 
those of Chicago. I remember one still 
which bothered the boys for years. They 
had spotted the locality, but could not 
find the place exactly. There was a sa- 
loon which was doing a flourishing busi- 
ness and to our certain knowledge they 
had not bought a barrel of whisky for 
year?. When they caught on to the fact 
that we were watching them, the proprie- 
tors made a bluff at laying in a stock. 


"We had searched the place time and 


time again, but all to no purpose. Final- 
ly we got one of our men put in there as 
a helper in serving the free lunches for 
which the place was famous. < He staid 
there for three months without getting 
on to a thing that would help us out, and 
if we had not been so cocksure that we 
were right we would have given up iu 
disgust. 


"At last our man gave us the tip that 


he had landed, and we swooped down on 
the saloon. We put the proprietors of the 
Baloon under arrest and went down into 
the cellar, where we found a trapdoor 
that was hidden with, wonderful cunning. 
This opened into an underground pas- 
sage, which led for a hundred feet or more 
until we got directly beneath a Jewish 
synagogue. Here we found barrel upon 
barrel of fine whisky that bad been stored 
there for years. There was also a com- 
plete distilling apparatus, although it had 
not been used for some time. 


"Another still that gave us a good deal 


of trouble was in one of the biggest office 
buildings in Chicago, down in the base- 
ment. The janitor was an old distiller, 
and he had gathered some of his friends 
to carry on the graft. I doubt whether 
we would ever have caught these people 
if the snap had not' been given away by 
one of the partners, who was dissatisfied 
with a division of the spoils. We arrest- 
ed the men without any difficulty, and 
they served their terms without grum- 
bling. The reason for this was that the 
janitor and one of his partners had bank- 
ed over $5,000 apiece as a result of three 
years' work at their still. 


"There is no doubt that there would be 


money in illicit distilling if it were possi- 
ble to dispose of the product. That is 
where the men get caught most of the 
time, as it is not possible for us to find 
every plant merely by the scent of the 
fermenting mash. A great many tricks 
are plaaued, and some of them work for 
awhile, but they don't last I have seen 
men walking along the street with an in- 
nocent looking joint of stovepipe in their 
hands. Now, there is nothing suspicious 
about a joint of stovepipe even if it ia not 
more than three feet long. But it does 
not weigh much, and when a man carries 
it as though he were lugging a bag of 
shot a man in my business begins to won- 
der what is inside of it. We don't bother 
the fellow until we are pretty certain, 
and it is about even chances that we find 
a long, slim demijohn inside the pipe. 


Saloon keepers are pretty shy of han- 


dling moonshine, and they won't enter in- 
to negotiations unless they are certain of 
the men with wTiom they are dealing. 
The surest graft that has ever been work- 
ed was one that had a long ran in Chica- 
go about five years ago. The driver of a 
brewery wagon was the man who attend- 
ed to the distribution. He called at the 
saloon where the whisky was distilled 
and carried the moonshine out in beer 
kegs and loaded them on his wagon as if 
he were only taking away empty casks. 
He would take them around to the place 
and leave them. The saloon keepers who 
were handling the stuff always put beer 
in the kegs after they had emptied out 
the whisky and in this way deadened the 
fumes of the stronger liquor. One of our 
men who was inspector at the brewery 
had a pretty keen nose, and he suspected 
that something was wrong. He started 
a little investigation himself, and his in- 
quiries resulted in our nailing all of the 
men who had been mined up in the deal. 


"I do not pretend to say that the rev- 


enue officers can stop the manufacture or 
Bale of whisky on which the government 
tax has not been paid. As long as men 
will take chances on making money fast 
and easily without heeding the provisions 
of tbe law I suppose there is little hope 
of suppressing the illicit distilling in Chi- 
cago and tbe big cities. 
It would as- 


tound you if I would tell you the number 
of revenue agents we have to keep in 
Chicago. 
It pays, however, us there 


would be no limit to the ti-affic if we did 
not hold it down."—Chicago Inter Ocean.

"I came here with tho first senator 


from Minnesota after the territory waa 
admitted as a state," said Colone^Cole 
Martin to a group of listeners one even- 
lug. 


"Henry N. Rice served one terra as 


United States senator, and I, being a res- 
Went of St. Paul when he-was elected by 
the legislature and taking part in tha 
fight, coooJudfed to come on to Washing- 
ton, as in those days, 1858, Washington 
was a wide open town, and faro was as 
free then as a beer lunch is now. Of 
course I had an acquaintance among the 
sports, and shortly after I erected my 
tepee in the capital the senator invited 
me to visit him. 


"While making the rounds «na after- 


noon we got hungry, and I invited him 
into Pringle's. Pi ingle's at this time waa 
the finest gambling house in Washington. 
The proprietor served three elegant meals 
a day to his guests and pations without 
charge. 
It was a rendezvous for all 


manner and kinds of men with money. 
You could meet there in groups a foreign 
ambassador, a United States senator, 
judges, generals and, of course, men, like 
myself, who followed the green cloth as 
a profession. 


"I was then in or at about my thirtieth 


year and thought no more of 'win or lose' 
$5,000 than I would now of a single $5 
bill. There were, no 10 or 25 cent chips 
iu those days. The 'whites' cost $1, the 
"ery lowest price for them. 
Nobody 


thought of buying a stack of chips under 
$50, and play was high. I was as high a 
roller as the best of them, for just pre- 
vious to my arrival in Washington I had 
lost as 'banker' in two aighta over 
$30,000. 
1 "Well, Senator Rice and myself enjoy- 
ed Pringle's fine spread. 
I introduced 


the senator, and, as he had never played 
a card, like ok: Matt Carpenter, he knew 
all the 'boys' and was gracious and dem- 
ocratic in his associations with them. 
He felt embarrassed over eating such an 
elegant meal and not having to pay *w it. 
, "Passing a faro 'layout' in the next 
froorn, he threw down a §5 goldpiece on a 
'eard expecting to lose it. To his surprise 
*nd chagrin, however, he won. 
This 


made the matter worse than ever, as he 
did not want to win, but to lose the $5 as 
an indirect payment for the meal he had 
eaten. While he was in a quandary I 
bought a stack of chips and soon became 
absorbed in the game. 
' "The senator's bets were placed hap- 
hazard, he not knowing whether they 
were placed right or not and not caring, 
Icscept that he \vanted to lose and get out 
of the place. But lose he couldn't, and I 
soon dropped out, being broke, to watch 
his play and marvel at his ever increasing 
pile. He soon had a crowd" around him, 
whirh added to his embarrassment, and 
he appealed to me to help him get broke, 
as he wanted to get out and did not want 
to take any of the bank's money with 
him. 


"Well, this was the funniest snap I 


ever experienced in my life of over 70 
years. There sat the senator and myself 
playing for all we were worth to reduce 
his winnings, and, play any way we 
chose, the piles of chips increased. I, 
who had been so unlucky, caught the 
fever of the senator's luck, and I won ia 
a streak. 


"The senator's face was as white as 


his shirt, and he was as scared a man aa 
ever I saw in my life. But the play went 
on, and owing to the fact that at that 
time there was no limit at Pringle's the 
bets were so high that the modern 23 
cent chip player would get the grip if I 
should mention the size of the bets. 


"Finally Mr. Pringle called me to one 


side and told me that his partners ob- 
jected to the game without a limit. He 
was willing himself to play the bank 
without it, but he was compelled to defer 
to the wishes of his partners and would 
place the limit at §250 a bet. 


"He said it was all right to have me 


play on, as he liked me and all that, but 
I was the first man who ever forced him 
to put a limit on the game.

eccurreace and met the senator. True to 
his word, he had never touched a card, 
nnd I learned from others who got wind 
of the play in Washington that the sen- 
ator's winnings were expended in help- 
ing struggling young fellows to get a 
start in life, accompanied in every caso 
by the condition that they should never 
play in a gaming house. 
——• 


"I venture to say that this is the most 


remarkable case on record of & man's 
unexpected and undesired large winnings 
turning him against gambling and card 
playing and scaring him almost to death. 
I was then so reckless with money that 
It made no sort of difference to me whsth-

money which comes easy in a winning at 
faro goes easy the same way.

tlon, in short, all the means k>f in- 
creasing the product and lessening 
the cost. It also promotes competition, 
anld competition tends not only to 
economic production but to a keen hunt 
for markets. And it is almost a truism 
that if we would be strong abroad we 
must first be strong at home. 


No national policy ever had a greater 


vindication from the most plausible 
objections that have been raised to it 
than! protection has enjoyed in the al- 
most phenomenal growth of our foreign 
commerce. During the fiscal year ended 
June* 30. 1900, It exceeded that of 1899 
by $320,000,000, or 16 2-3 per cent, and 
that year had broken all records. The 
imports were $849,714,329, and the ex- 
ports were $1,394,479,214, making a total 
fiireign trade in merchandise (not in- 
cluding gold and silver) of $2,244,193,543. 


The article meets the old argument 


that exports were mostly agricultural 
and that to our national resources and 
the bounty of Providence should be 
given the credit, not to the policy of 
the governtment nor the industry of the 
people. It calls attention tv> the fact 
that manufactures were double that of 
agriculture in the figures of last year's 
commerce. We have then the true ar- 
gument for protection and a definition 
of it, which holds to the tested plan of 
saving the foreign market as a founda- 
tion to trading abroad, drawing the 
line between trade and barter and 
showing that it is not necessary to sell 
to a natioa to cause that nation to buy 
from us. This free-trade theory is 
knocked-out by the demonstration of 
the policy of protection and by the sim- 
ple rule that people buy what they 
want. 


"Abraham Lincoln said," continues 


Mr. Clarke, "that when we buy abroad 
we have the goods but part with our 
money; whenl we produce the goods at 
home w« have both the go'ods and the 
money. A theory of free trade is that 
we are enriched by Importing, for we 
would n'ot buy the goods unless they 
were more valuable to us than the 
money; but a very good answer to this 
is the proverb that a fo'ol and his 
money are soon parted. Anbther good 
answer is that every merchant contem- 
plates his table 'of bills receivable with 
more satisfaction 
than his table of 


bills payable. Still another answer is 
that everybody in business speaks of 
an excess of exports over imp'orts as a 
favorable balance of trade. But the 
best anfewer of all is that the policy 
of every nation should be such as will 
give the most and best employment to 
its own people. When we sell abroad 
more than we buy abroad we are work- 
ing, and most people make more money 
by working than they do by con- 
suming."

In the'August number of the Pro- 


tectionist tho leading -article is by 
Colonel Albert Clarke, secretary of the 
Home Market club, and its caption is 
"Protection's new Triumph." The first 
paragraphs are: 


Ic. has long beem apparent that the 


protective policy, more than any other 
cause, has made this country first in 
agriculture, first in mining, first in 
manufactures, anld first in 
internal 


commerce. 


To this record 'of achievement may 


now be added the fact that it has be-

countries, and that the recent increase 
in its exportation 'of manufactures is 
greater than that of aniy other country.

A stranger went into the engine house 


in Lasalle street and asked questions. 
After he was enlightened he said to his 
informant: 


"There have been some changes in the 


business since I was in it. I reckon you 
never heard of the Touse volunteers?" 


The informant never had. 
"Touse is the name of the town. It's 


spelled T-a-o-s. It was a lively place in 
its day, down in the lower end of Buch- 
anan county, Mo.—county that St. Joe's 
in. It was a volunteer outfit, the com- 
pany was. We had a hand engine, and 
our uniform was red shirts, blue nankeen 
breeches, red top boots and oilcloth caps. 
You never see any caps like them now." 


"Have many runs?" 
"Not to firea. There wasn't but one 


fire in the town in two years, and that 
was a haystack." 


"You hadn't much to do, then?" 
"Didn't we! We was in demand all 


the time. Touse was a great place in its 
day for runaway couples to get married, 
and, as the captain of the volunteers was 
the justice of the peace, he always called 
out the company to be present at the 
conuubialities, as he called them, and 
there was no marriage until we got tkere. 
Sometimes there was a dance after the 
wedding hi the public square, and the 
bride had to allemande left and sashay 
with every member of the volunteers be- 
fore she did with her husband. 


"Then we used to have foot races on 


the Fourth of July, and whenever there 
was a county fair we were the ones alto- 
gether lovely. In the winter time, when 
the circuit rider came to town and got 
up a revival, we always turned out, and 
if the sinners didn't come to taw as lively 
aa they should we, would pull straws to 
see who would go up as mourners, and in 
that way the revival would be prolonged. 
It was always understood that the one 
that pulled the short straw had the priv- 
ilege of backsliding after the season wat 
over. 
. "There were no secret orders in Touse 
at that time, so when a prominent citi- 
zen kicked the bucket, as we said of a 
man when he died, the Touse volunteers 
turned out and planted him with Masonic 
or Odd Fellow honors, according to the 
wishes of his friends. 
There was no 


Hearse in the town, so we put the de- 
ceased on the engine. If his friends want- 
ed Masonic honors over his grave, our 
captain would toot the trumpet; if it was 
Odd Fellow honors that was demanded, 
we rung the bell, and in that way stran- 
gers in Touse always knowed which way 
the deceased had affiliated, so to speak, 
in his life. There wasn't much in Touse 
that the volunteers didn't take a hand 
in."—Chicago Tribute. 


MEN OF MARK; 


WALL PAPER. 


Tbe Sucee»»or of Tapestry, Stamped 


Leather «ad Paper Cloth. 


A remarkable fact in regard to wall 


paper is that the method of printing the 
better sort of paper is probably, the same 
now as it ever has been. Wooden blocks 
with the design cut in relief, one for each 
color, are applied by hand, and in order 
to suit the productions of the paper mills 
these blocks are made in England 21 
inches wide and in France IS inches 
wide. The length of the block is limited 
to what the workman can easily lift with 
one hand, two feet being about the limit, 
as the blocks are necessarily thick and in 
many cases made heavier by being inlaid 
with copper, especially the thin outlines, 
which, if made of wood, would not stand 
the wear and tear of printing. 


It was not till the eighteenth century 


that wall paper in anything like its pres- 
ent form came into common use in Eu- 
rope, although it appears to have been 
used much earlier in China. A few rare 
examples, which may be aa early as the 
sixteenth century, exist in England, but 
these are in imitations, generally in 
"flock," like the old Genoese and Floren- 
tine cut velvets, and hence the style of 
the design in no way indicates the date 
of the wall paper, the same traditional 
patterns being reproduced with little 05 
no change for many years. It was not 
till the end of the eighteenth century 
that the machinery to make paper in 
long strips was invented. 
Up to that 


time wall papers were printed on small 
square pieces of handmade paper and 
were very expensive. On this account 
wall paper was slow in superseding the 
old mural decorations, such as tapestry, 
stamped leather and paper cloth. 


The —all papers now printed by ma- 


chinery have the designs cut on the 
surface of wooden rollers, under which 
the paper passes. In the cheaper grades 
all colors are applied rapidly, one after 
the other, without allowing each to dry 
separately, and a somewhat blurred ap- 
pearance is generally the result. 
De- 


signing waji paper patterns is an occupa- 
tion for women, which Is highly lucrative

town, Sent to Reformatory 


Clifford S. Harding, the young man 


who swindled various wealthy people of 
WUliamstown by pretending that he 
was collecting money for the drum 
corps there, and whose arrest in "Ben- 
nlngton was told in yesterday's Tran- 
script, was taken to Lee last evening 
by State Detective pease.

Bow • Peuant Came to Dine With 


Him After • Royal Host «t Mon»a. 
Humbert*• Great Encrffy—A Curtonn 
Honttuv Experience—Hl» Splendid 
Hornemattsklp. 


Among the many anecdotes related 


of the late King Humbert of Italy, 
who was recently assassinated at Mon- 
za, Italy, the following are of interest: 


The good nature of Italy's'king la 


well illustrated by an anecdote from 
the days of the last royal hunts at 
Monza. King Humbert was accustom- 
ed to take his sport with the gun la 
pretty mucli the same clothes as other 
persons and without attendants, there- 
by distinguishing himself from his Im- 
perial German ally, who has insignia 
of his high office all over his hunting 
costume and Is accompanied usually on 
the chase by noblemen arid flunkies. 


Shortly before the end of a certain 


season the king's hound started a hare 
about two miles from Monza and the 
king flred. At the same instant an- 
other shot was heard, and,an Italian 
peasant, with an old fashioned gun and 
a mongrel dog, hurried up from the 
opposite direction. The peasant mis- 
took the simple yet elegantly clad 
sportsman who disputed his possession 
of the hare for a Roman dude nnd 
caught up the royal arm stretched to- 
ward the dead game. There was a hot 
discussion, which ended in the triumph 
of the king's superior logic and his 
taking off the hare. 


At the royal castle the king gave the 


hare toHhe serrants that they might 
prepare It for his supper and stood by 
as they dressed It for the pan. 
When 


the entrails were removed, the bullet 
that caused the animal's death was 
found. It was of the old style, for a 
gun of the pattern of 50 years ago. 
The king looked at it and at once sent 
out a messenger to summon to the cas- 
tle the peasant who had disputed the 
possession of the hare. When the old 
man was l^d into the king's presence, 
the latter stretched to him both hands 
and said: 


"My dear man, I have Just discov- 


ered my mistake. The hare belongs 
to you. As it is already roasting, how- 
ever, I can do no more than to ask you 
to help me eat it" 


The peasant sat at the king's right 


hand at dinner that evening, and, al- 
though high society spoiled his appe- 
tite, he jingled his wine glass against 
that of his sovereign and rode home 
considerably exhilarated In the royal 
carriage. 


King Humbert was a hard worker. 


He arose at a very early hour at all 
seasons of the year and with his 
private secretary transacted a good 
part of the day's business before tha 
middle of the forenoon, and he used, to 
laugh at business men among his sub- 
jects who thought they did well 
enough if they reached their estab- 
lishments by 9 or 10 o'clock In the 
morning. 
He walked and drove with 


the queen in the afternoon and gener- 
ally devoted his evenings to affairs of 
state, finishing the work left over from 
the morning. 


During the summer he spent several 


weeks in the mountains, tramping 
from place to place and subsisting on 
the plainest fare. 
But cares of gov- 


ernment burdened him. 
To a friend 


he once said, "The king of Italy—the 
king of Italy—I often ponder over 
those words, and the thought of what 
they mean makes me feel old." 


King Humbert of Italy one day, aft- 


er listening patiently to a certain court 
wit who had told a most extravagant 
yarn, remarked quietly: "I can easily 
believe that story because I have had 
a more curious experience myself. On 
one occasion I had been out hunting 
all day long and was returning home 
empty handed when a thrush flew up 
within range of my gun, and, thinking 
It better than nothing, I blazed away 
at it and, to my great astonishment, 
brought down not only the thrush, but 
a good sieed hawk. Just at the mo- ' 
ment when I pulled the trigger this 
hawk, which was also out hunting, 
i 


had swooped down on the thrush, and 
in consequence the one bullet struck i 
both birds. But that was not all. Tha i 
report of my gun had scared up a rab- i 
bit, and, as luck would have It, the | 
hawk fell directly on cony's back and, j 
being only wounded, Immediately at- , 
tacked the poor beast so fiercely that j 
he, suffering under the cruel claws, be- 
gan to dig up the earth frantically with ' 
his paws and presently uncovered two i 
immense truffles. So, you see, with a ! 
single shot I bagged a fine hawk to« 
stuff, a thrrsh to broil, a nice fat rab- 
bit to stew and two splendid truffles 
for the seasoning." 


The king was fond of telling how, 


In the campaigns of 1866, he had three 
buttons shot from his coat by rifle ] 
balls, and how he once owned a horse 
that could jump across a ditch 30 feet 
wide, and how when a boy his gym- 
nastic teacher taught him to climb a 
wall over 100 feet high without using 
a rope or anything of the sort. 


It Is told to this day t':at once a 


email boy gave him such an enthusias- 
tic "Viva!" that his horse bolted and 
would have run away had not the 
king's fine horsemanship saved him. 
Then he gravely raised his sllfc hat to 
the boy who had caused all the trouble 
wholly without anything but loyalty.

The onion, being so juicy, has a 
very large percentage of water in its tis- 
sues, and this, combining1 with the sul- 
phur, forms the strongly scented and of- 
fensive substance called sulphuret of al- 
ivle, which is found in all tbe alllums. 
This sulphuret of allyle mingles more 
especially with the volatile or aromatic 
oil of the onion. It is identical with tha 
malodorant principle found in asafctida,

Mice and Matchei. 


An investigation extending over a pe- 


riod of nearly three months was made by 
the inspection department of a Boston 
fire insurance company in order to deter- 
mine whether fire can be caused by rata 
or mice and matches. 
The tests were 


carried on in a cage made of iron pipe, 
covered with galvanized iron netting, ia 
which a tin bos partly filled with cotton 
waste was placed for a nest. Rats and 
mice, singly or several at a time, wer« 
confined, for longer or shorter periods, 
within this cage, in which sulphni 
matches, parlor matches and 
eafetj 


matches were also placed. The creatures 
were alternately fed and allowed to g« 
hungry. 
During the experiments with 


the mice apparently none of the matchei 
were gnawed, but two of the safetj 
matches were carried by them into then 
nest. 
On the other hand, the rats ig- 


nited the sulphur matches by gnawing 
them, which is indisputable evidence thai 
common sulphur matches can be ignited 
by rats.

'A. Wel»4 Incident That Occurred »t 


tke BJ»r of 


A very curious story by Guy de Mau- 


passant hag come to ligtkt in Paris. Ac- 
cording to Maupassant's manuscript, the 
story was told to him by a*Qennan who, 
with a friend, spent the night in Schopen- 
hauer's funanl chamber. The great Ger- 
man philosopher had died during the 
day, and his two admirers prepared to 
\vtitch over his remains during the dark 
hours. 


Said the German: "Schopenhauer had 


Just died, and we two had decided to 
itay in his room until morning. Two 
lights were burning on the table. At 
midnight our watch began, and after the 
two others who had remained with the 
body till that hour had gone away we 
took up our position at the foot of the 
bed. Tha face of the dead man was un- 
changed. It smiled. The wrinkle which 
we knew so well was firmly marked, and 
the countenance looked altogether so nat- 
ural that it would not hare surprised us 
if our dead friend hn4 opened his eyes 
and laughed at us. Yet the memory of 
his profound thoughts weighed upon us, 
and we felt ourselves surrounded by the 
atmosphere of his genius. The body of 
such a man may be stilled by death, but 
the man himself remains, and not with- 
out fear can one remain in his presence. 
We spoke about him softly; we recalled 


! those wonderful maxims of his which 


threw such a clear light on many of the 
dark problems of life. 
" 'I can almost fancy I hear him speak,' 


whispered my companion, and at the 
mere thought we became still more un- 
easy, as we sat quite still, our eyes fixed 
on the motionless, smiling face. Sudden- 
ly we felt weak and as though some- 
thing oppressed us. I stammered, 'I 
don't know what is the matter, but I as- 
sure you I am sick.' Thereupon my com- 
panion suggested that we should go into 
the adjoining room and leave the door 
open, and I took bis advice. Taking 
with us one of the candles, we sat down 
at the farther end of the other room in 
such a manner that we had a full view of 
the bed and of the 'dead man. 


"Still, however, a strange uneasiness 


possessed us. It seemed as though we 
were wholly -enthralled by the disembod- 
ied genius of the dead philosopher. Ail 
at once we heard a slight noise in the 
death chamber. We looked toward the 
body, and then quite distinctly both of us 
saw something white roll over the bed, 
fall on the carpet and vanish under a 
sofa. At the sight we sprang to our feet, 
terrified beyond measure. 
Our hearts 


beat wildly. I spoke first. 
" 'Did you see it?' 
" 'Yes, I saw it.' 
" 'Isn't he dead, then? 
11 'He must be.' 
" "What are we to dor* 
M 'We must see what it means,' was my 


companion's hesitating reply. 


"I took our light, led the way into the 


death chamber and then cast a hasty 
look around. Nothing stirred, and I ap- 
proached the bed. The next moment, 
however, a great terror seized me, for T 
saw that Schopenhauer was no longer 
smiling. His face, on the contrary, pre- 
sented a horrible appearance, for his lips 
were tightly preeSed together, and in his 
cheeks there ware two great hollows. I 
stammered, 'He is not dead,' and I stood 
staring at him as though bereft of my 
senses. 


"Thereupon my companion took the 


other candle and stopped down, and ia 
a moment or two he touched my arm, 
but did not utter a word. I looked where 
he pointed, and I saw on the ground be- 
side the sofa something white that 
gleamed strangely on the dark carpet, and 
I saw at unce \raat it was. It was Scho- 


| peiihaiw's false teeth, and they seemed 


to be in the act of biting. As the body 
had decayed the fastening that held the 
teeth in position had gradually become so 
loose that they dropped from the mouth 
and rolled from the bed on to the floor."

Allied Force. -Will Meet om 


Their AAvMEee to Peking— Cbine»« 
Calloni to S.naerln* and Loan of 
Ufa— Horrible 8c«n»» at m Chine** 


{ Bxeoatlon. 


An observing American who has Just 


returned to San Francisco from China 
and who was in the midst of the dis- 
turbances Just preceding the final out- 
break takes a very gloomy view of the 
situation, says the Cincinnati Enquir- 
er. He is William Gorham, president 
|o£ the Gorham Rubber company, and 
when interviewed the other day he 
said: 


"I do not believe that it Is possible 


for all the allied powers, no matter 
what may be the plan of attack or 
how mighty the facilities, to conquer 
or subdue China. My opinion is based 
upon facts as I have observed them. 
First of all, it is Impossible to main- 
tain even a small army %nywhere 
near the Chinese empire. There is no 
water to drink, no food to eat, and the 
nearest source of supply is in Japan, 
three days' Journey — a source that 
would soon become exhausted. What 
water there is in China is impure and 
unfit to drink, requiring to be boiled 
and filtered. In China there is no such 
thing as sanitation, and at such times 
as this man and beast alike are left un- 
burled. 
Supposing a coast attack 


should result in the killing of a few 
thousand Chinese, as it must to be in 
any measure successful. 
The dec.J 


Chinese woij|l be left unburied upon 
the field, and the army would be una- 
ble to advance because of the conse- 
quent impurificatlon of all drinking 
water and the stench. If any advance 
were possible, the continued killing 
necessary to progress would continue 
|the conditions, and advance to any ex- 
!tent would leave open chances for side 
attack. 


"The Interior is peopled to the density 


of swarming fleas, and every foot of 
.advance would have to be made over 
decaying dead bodies, rendering neces- 
sary the Impossible water supply from 
the rear. As to food, the enemy can 
subsist comfortably upon a small 
bunch of rice /or a wek, and the sol- 
diers of civilization would have to 
draw substantial supplies from the 
rear also. Again, in ordinary warfare 
the spreading of panic and the strik- 
ing of terror are powerful elements 
with whteb. to subdue. That Is an- 
other impossibility In China. The Chi- 
nese are absolutely Indifferent to the 
fate of their fellow men and fearless as 
to their own. 


"Admitting, the possibility of food 


supply by oceanic transport service, 
there is the dimcnlty of carrying the 
supplies to the interior. In China 
there are no beasts of burden except 
the cooly, who could not well be 
pressed into service. China's railroads 
and all the ra%oads leading into China 
are in bad repair, if not entirely broken 
up and useless. The only method of 
creating anything like a submissive 
spirit in the Chinese, It sems to me, 
would be to promptly seize and put 
to death all high Chinese officials and 
dignitaries. Such an act would break 
the faith of the Chinese In the in- 
fallibility of Jbe exalted rulers and the 
unimpeachable Joss. All things being 
considered, without undue pessimism, 
It Is my opinion that it will be a great 
deal nearer to the Judgment day be- 
fore China is conquered." 


During his last stay In Canton Mr. 


Gorham witnessed an execution and 
thus describes the scene: 


"My friend, Harry Williams, and my- 


self were desirous of witnessing a Chi- 
nese pirate execution, and one day, by 
tipping an underofflcial at a Chinese 
Jail, w* managed to arrive on the 
scene in time to see 11 prospective vic- 
tims lined up for punishment. It was 
In what is known as the 'execution 
grounds,' merely an unusually wide 
street, with no ropes, railings or walla 
of any kind surrounding it 


"On the ground, kneeling In a row. 


were 11 pirates brought to Justice. 
Their hands were loosely tied together 
with pieces of rope and their cuee all 
hanging down tbeir backs. They seem- 
ed not in the least sorrowful or per- 
turbed, even almost bored. Aa the ex- 
ecutioner advanced to his duty an as- 
sistant prettied him, carrying a stake 
sharpened at both ends to a point. One 
end of this stick was driven into the 
earth Just in front of the criminal; 
then the executioner's assistant caught 
hold of the Chinaman's cue and slowly 
drew him forward and downward, tak- 
ing care not to use undue consideration 
In shortening the process. When he 
had drawn the body sufficiently low 
over the sharpened stick, he gave the 
cue a quick tug, driving the stake Into 
the criminal's abdomen and impaling 
him firmly. Then he held the cue un- 
concernedly while the executioner rais- 
ed his weapon and brought it down 
swiftly on the criminal's neck, sever- 
ing the head from the body. Assured- 
ly the man would sail pirate seas no 
more. 


"While the process of execution waa 


going on a host of indifferent and un- 
interested Celestials were standing 
about Here and there was a Chinese 
policeman whacking any one he chose, 
regardless of offense, and the hoodlum 
element was busy teasing and tossing 
little stones at the condemned. The 
men who were yet to die casually 
watched the performance, and the 
eleventh calmly looked on while the 
other ten were dispatched and their 
heads thrown in a pile on one side. Of 
them all, the elevpnth man held the 
least envinble position, but he seemed 
to be little aware of the fact 
Prob- 


ably he enjoyed the good show up to 
the last and considered himself for- 
tunate to have been allowed the enter- 
taiQwcnt of seeing his companions ex- 
ecuted. 


"Some of the heads were chopped 


off evenly, leaving little stumps at- 
tached; others were cut off close be- 
hlixl the cars, but one of them was 
sliced off at a stlant angle. Th« crim- 
inal before him had Just been 'executed 
and his feet were still kicking about 
and his body writhing. As the exe- 
cutioner raised his ax the man who 
was be] nc 


with leleufel/curiosity, to ooeerve tne 
death throes of the former victim Just 
as the ax fell, so his own head waa 
sliced off smoothly, but in such a man- 
ner that it would have to be set upon 
a steep Incline to bring the face level. 
Later relatives and close friends came 
and carried away the heads of the 
criminals, dangling them by means of 
the cues. The bodies were consid- 
ered less Important and were left to 
the hoodlums. 


"More horrible even than the pirate 


execution wa* that of two innocent 
women. We did not see th« execution, 
but came along two days la|er ia time 
to observe what was left of toe bodies 
hanging by ropes to rough wooden 
crosses. A man had died, and it was 
thought he had been poisoned. His 
wife and his siuter were accused of the 
murder, and the Chinese trial was pro- 
ceeded with. Instruments of torture 
were brought, the principal one being 
a contrivance for crushing the ankles. 
Two hard blocks, screwed tightly to- 
gether at qne'end and the other ends 
held loosely with a long screw, were 
put around the women's ankles. Then 
the screw was slowly tightened, crush- 
Ing the ankle bone In an excruciating 
grip. Tighter and tighter the merciless 
blocks gripped, the women screaming 
and protesting their innocence, and 
when it was no longer bearable they 
cried out that they were guilty. No 
one In China Is allowed to be punished 
until he has confessed his crime, and 
from the innocent and guilty alike con- 
fessions are wrung by the cruel ankle 
torture. 


"After the confession the women 


were taken to the place of execution 
and stripped nude. Their bodies were 
tied upon the rough wooden crosses, 
and the executioners began the process 
of cutting them with sharp knives, the 
object being to, make a thousand cuts 
upon the body before the fatal one, if 
it were possible. Each joint of fingers 
and toes -was cut away, the lirnbs 


, were hacked, the ears clipped off in 


a dozen pieces, their faces slashed and 
every atrocity imaginable committed. 
Throughout it all the executioner en- 
deavored to cause as much pain with 
as little danger as possible, to pro- 
long the life of the victim, the eyes 


, being left uninjured until the moment 


of death approached, when they were 
hacked out. Long before the thousand 
cuts were made the two delicate wom- 
en were dead, but when we saw their 
bodies still hanging by ropes two days 
later it was a sight of indescribable 
horror. It is with 400,000,000 of such 
fiends or foes capable of such barbar- 
ities that the allied powers are now 
trying to cope. 


"It seems to me that to talk of sub- 


duing such a people by force of arms 
or any other way is arrant nonsense. 
I have seen so many horrible and un- 
speakable things in the course of my 
three visits to China that I have no 
faith in any plan to put down their 
hideous rebellion. Whatever of law 
and order the Chinaman knows is bas- 
ed upon his own barbadian love of tor- 
ture. All about the different towns 
may be seen cripples hobbling or drag- 
ging themselves around without feet 
and otherwise mutilated.

No 'Waste In th« Ox. 


It is remarkftble to what an extent the 


ox, when slaughtered, is utilized. Not so 
very long ago fully 40 per cent of the 
carcass was waited. It may be said that 
today nothing is wasted; everything, from 
the horns to the tail, is turned into mon- 
ey. The blood is used in the refining of 
engar, or is hardened and employed in 
the manufacture of doorknobs and han- 
dles; the skin goes to the tanner; the 
horns and hoofs are turned into combs 
and buttons, the shlnbones into backs of 
clothesbrushei. 
The bones of the fora 


feet arc wtfrth $25 a ton, being made 
into collar buttons, umbrella handles and 
various novelties, after the marrow baa 
been boiled out of them. 
The small 


bones are burned Instead of coal. From 
each foot a considerable quantity of oil 
is extracted; the tall is made into soup. 
The hair goes to the mattress maker and 
upholsterer; the fat to'oleo makers; the 
Intestines are used as sausage wrappers 
or are sold to goldbeaters. Bvco the Un- 
digested stuff in the Htproach Is turned 
to account, lioinR made into paper. If 
anything Is left over, it is turned into 
glue or Is put on land as a fertilizer.— 
New York World.

Addition to Plant to be Made With 750 


Horse Power Cngine 


The North Adams Gas and Electric 


Light company is preparing to make 
an extensive addition to itsi electric 
power plant. The contract for an ad- 
dition to the building has been let to 
Porter & Hannum, \vho are now at 
work on the foundation. The addition 
will be of brick, 30 by 70 feet, and one 
story high. A 750 horse power Fitch- 
burg compound condensing engine will 
be put In, making a total of four en- 
gines with an aggregate capacity of 
1800 horse power. Work on the build- 
ing above the foundation will begin in 
about two weeks, and it is hoped to 
have It completed by the middle of Oc- 
tober. 


The enlargement is for the purpose of 


insuring a large reserve power, which 
the company feels to be necessary. 
With the large amount uf electric light 
and power that is furnished by the 
company, a breakdown of any of the 
machinery would be a very serious 
matter if theipe were not extra, machin- 
ery to fall back on. The business is 
also growing constantly, and as the 
machinery has to be kept in motion 24 
hours a day an engine wears out much 
quicker than one used for ordinary 
business. 


The company's plant is a good one 


now, and when this addition is com- 
pleted it will b« one of the largest and 
most complete in this part of the state.

prominent in railroad circles, died at 
his home inl that town yesterday.

WILL HAVE MOTOR-CYCLE RACE 


Plans for Big Bicycle Meet at Pitts- 


field on Labor Day 


The Pittsfleld bicycle club, in prepar- 


ing its Labor day events, is planning to 
give the people of Pittsfleld and the 
counlty their first opportunity to wit- 
ness a motor-cycle race. Arrangements 
are already under way for a contest 'of 
this kind, the riders to be lour of the 
fastest professionals in the county. In 
connection with the m'otor-cycle race 
there will likely be a 10-mile profes- 
slonUl bicycle race, the riders being 
Porter of Detroit and Gibson of Cin- 
cinnati, Porter and Gibson are two 
'of the best known professional riders 
now taking part in paced races ini this 
country. Porter has won four 'of the 
six matches he has taken part in this 
year, while Gibson is acknowledged to 
be one of the 
best 
middle-distance 


riders in the states. Motor-cycle racos 
and motor-paced races have created 
much interest throughout the country 
this year and there is no doubt but 
the people of Berkshire will turn out 
in large numbers to witness races of 
this character.

records.

Important Question to be Discussed by 


Doctors and Boards of Trade 


The bi-montWy meeting of the Berk- 


shire district medical society, to be held 
August) 30 at the Paddock cottage at 
Pontoosuc 
lake in Pittsfield. 
gives 


promise of being one of th,e most {im- 
portant in many years of the organiza- 
tion. At the June meeting- of the so- 
ciety the Question, of "Quarantine anil 
the disinfection and care on the part of 
officials of infectious and conitacious 
diseases," was brought, up, and it was 
decided to devote an entire session to 
this topic. This will accordingly be 
done and the society -will have Dr. Ab- 
bott and another member of the state 
board of health, to read papers or 
make addresse on the subject, 
and 


there will be a discussion by several 
members on the same question. 


In addition representatives of boards 


of health in, this city, pjltgfield,, Adams, 
Great Harrington, Lee,' Stockbridge, 
Williamstown, DaWon and other places 
in Berkshire will be Invited, to attend 
and hear the discussions and to ask 
questions or give any suggestions. As 
far as possible these invited representa- 
tives will be laymen, and the object 
is to secure as far as possible a uniform 
rule regarding these diseases as to 
quarantine, manner and time of re- 
porting the diseases, and the care taken 
in fumigatitfn* 


It is found that in some daces 


measles Is not regardetf so seriously 
as in cithers, and that in still other 
towns and cities', scarlet fever and kin- 
dired diseases are not so severely looked 
after as in different places. The free 
discussion is to see what can be done 
in a more uniform, practice, and the 
representatives of the state board will 
undoubtedly throw much light on the 
matter. 


All the physicians are pleased with 


the culture bacteriological laboratory 
experiments a.nd it is hoped that in 
time such a station for the determina- 
tion of diseases of this nature mav be 
availed of through some such Berkshire 
laboratory. At present if it is neces- 
sary to send cultures to New York 
or other cities it requires several days 
to hear from them and by that time 
the patient suffers and pos'sibly this 
leads to fatal results'. 


The association is to be entertained 


at the Dr. F. K. Paddock cottage,where 
dStiner will be served and with, a full 
attendance of members and invited 
guests, there promises to be a large 
company present, while the scope of the 
discussions and papers will be of great 
importance

IN MEMORY OF HAWTHORNE 


Field Day 
of Berkshire Historical 


Society at Lenox 


There were about 100 members of the 


Berkshire historical society present at 
the outirtgr of the society held yesterday 
in Lenox. The outing was on the site 
of what was until 1890 the "little red 
house" in which Nathaniel Hawthorne 
lived and wrote from 1850 till 1852. The 
literary features of the day were based 
on the life of Hawthorne in Berkshire. 
A number were present from northern 
Berkshire an£ the outing1 was one of 
the most pleasant in tile history of the 
socfety. 


Henry Sedgwick of Stockbridge was 


the only person present who "Had seen 
Hawthorne, the writer. When he was 
a young lad he met Hawthorne- while 
the latter was living- In Lenox and con- 
ducted him over Monument mountain. 
His recollection of the meeting1 and 
tramp over the mountain, with the nov- 
elist was very entei taininj;. 


Rev. Charles J. Palmer of Lanesboro 


spoke of Hawthorne's exactness as a 
business man a-nxl his care in his writ- 
ings. Rev. Mr. Palmer thought that 
Hawthorne's friends in the eastern part 
of the state influenced him against 
Lenox and Berkshire, rtev. Dr. L. S. 
Rowland of Lee, in his address said 
that while he did not like the Derson- 
ality of Hawthorne, he admired his 
genius. 


Rev. R. D. Mallery otf Lenox read a 


most interesting paper on Hawthorne's 
stay in Berkshire, and on his life and 
works, which closed the literary exer- 
cises of the day. Rev. A. B. Whirmle 
of Pittsfleld, president of the society, 
presided.
